TERRIBLE TALE OF THE SE. 
iy} GieaNG HYE TENG’ FOUNDERS IN A 
TYPHOON, 
Shanghai, Aug. 25, 

On the arrival of the China Navigation 
Coa steRoer “Pekin fron’ Niugpa this 
nuorning d terrible tale of tha sea was told, 
Tho Pekin brought up elevon nivn, cousist- 
ing of a urasinn named Collins, fuur 
Jopanesd, four Malays, and two Chi- 
nese, forming purt of the crew of tho 
British steamer Qheang Hye Teng, of 
Penang,” which foundered at sca on tho 
10th instant. Tho eloven men had boon 
brought into Ningpo by a Chinese junk 
which pitked thom up in an open boat at 
seaon the 17thinstant> When rescued the 
durvivors wera in’s terrible stata of weak- 
noas and starvation, having boon drifting 
about in an open bost for G days under & 
Dladng sun without an ounce of food or a 
drop of wator, They were blistered from 
the fierce sun and their faces and limbs were 
awollon, while they could scarcely crawl 
for very weakness: But by to-day thoy 
had reegvered wonderfully sud showed little 
sigus of the horrible suffering which thoy 
hadundergone. They attended at the British 
Consulate this moming and told a brief atory 
of their exporiences, and wo have been 
able to glaun the following particulars from 
the Malay survivor. ‘The Cheany Hye 
Teng was an iron scraw steamer af 023 not 
tonnage, 170 horse power, length 244 ft. 
breadth 32 ft, @4 ft. dopth; built in 
Kelvinghaugh in 1879, registered as a 
British steamor in Penang in 1895, oth. 
cial No. 62,292, international code signal 
J. Q. N. G., owner being KhooSoh Polc of 
Penang, but wo undoratand sho was lattorly 
owned by Mesars Hin Lee & Co., Capt. 
Scott having a share in her.ags woll. It 
would seem that she left Peng about 
three and a half months ago, and calling at 
Singapure, Hongkong, Swatow, Amoy, 
Manila, proceeded to Yokohama, where 
Captain Scott having discharged several of 
his crew, including the second wate’ und 
second and third engineers, intended to 
sell the vexsol, but not getting a satisfactory 
offer, he engaged another complement of 
officora and crew, which made up 28 all 
told, and proceeded to Kobe, whore he 
engaged Collins, who isoncof thdBurvivors. 
From thonev the Cheang Hye Z'ong proceeded 
to Moji where she took in a cargo of coal, and 
seven Japanese passengers, four women 
and threo men, and left for Hongkeng at 
about 8 a.m. tho 6th inst. Everythin, 

went well for two days, but on tho 10th 
sho was caught in the typhoon. Huge 
seas broke over her and swept her decks, 
deoply aden as ahe was, and to make 
matters worse the cargo shifted and gave 
hero heavy list to starboard, Sho be- 
game unmanageable and pitched about 
helpless in the trough of tho sea,. which 
was running mountains high. Then eventu- 
ally the water ‘got into her engine room 
and flooded the stoke hold putting tho fires 
out. “She was then absolutely helpless 
and was continually swept by hugo seas. 
There wore six,Jife boats on board, and 
Captain Scott gave orders that they 
should be filled with provenions at the 
aime time ordoring ull hands: to’ take to 
thoir life belts and to by in readiness. .The 
wind was increasing in yivlenes, and the 
huge seas whieh kopt continually pouring 
on the vessel, amashed and swept away four 
of the hyalayineluding the two which con- 
tained the most provisions. About 4 
o'clock in thé afternoon the Cheany Hye 
Teng foundored. * Captain Scott ‘shot him- 
aolf'in the boad with a revolver shortly 
| before this. The suction: caused hy the 
sudden sinking of the vessel drew down the 
.36 living mortals, aa well as tho body of Cap. 
tain Scott, into the mighty deop, but the sea 
was 99 boisterous shot Jt, nes, ampossible,to 
Fortunately, the only two life boala that 
were on tho: vessd!*did not sink, and the

boats which was floating bottom up, and 
after.several attempts succeeded in tuming 
her over. The water was then bailed out 
gradually, and thoy got into her, The namog 
of the men who gat into the boat are, Frank 
Collins, third engineer; Ibrahim, boat. 
swain ; Amat, and Adem, winechmnen; Ali 
and Ahmed, sailurs; two Chinese fire 
mon; Okamato, Iwasabi and Goda, one of 
whom is & quartermaster; and Konda, o 
passenger, Three oare wore picked up 
subsequently, but were not of much use 
as there were no rowlooka, and there was 4 
strong current running as well. Boatewain 
Tbrabtm sat atthe helm, and: allowed tho 
hont ta drift with the current which was all 
hgcould do, whilst the others wore lying 
helpless and fatigued in the boat. ‘fhe 
noxt duy Collins took the steering and as 
the boat waa drifting along it was suddenly 
discovered that Ibrahim was missing, and 
is is surmised thot he musb have been 
washed overboard, Ibrahim is a bro- 
(her of the man named Adim, ona 
of the porvivors, Fur five days the boat 
drifted, the men of course being without.a 
morse] of food or watur, but after tho 
storm thero came tho cali, and for two 
days fcr the first time since the foundering 
of tho ship, the threo oats worw used, the 
baing tied up to tha buat with only avail 
able rags—a torn pair of pants in the 
absonco uf rowlucks. At 9 o'elock the 
next morning, after being sevon days out 
Lin the open soa, a Chinese junk was sights 
ed bound for Ningpo, and those on. board 
took the uafurtunates and treated them very 
humanely, On urrival at Ningpo the 
owner of the junk requestéd those mon to 
romain on board till the riext morning, ns 
thoy were very much exhausted, Tho 
mattot was then reported at tho Customa 
station bear the mouth of the Ningpo river, 
‘and the officer in charge s2nt the men on 
tothe British Consulate where they were 
very courteously provided with the nocex- 
saries, the British Consul taking possession 
of the boat which carried tho survivors for 
soven days in the open soa, togather with 
the life belts, Yesterday they were put on 
board tho. Peking and arrived horo this 
morning. The British Consul at Ningpo 
provided each min with made ‘pair 
of slippers and: straw hat.—Ching Gaxette, 
One of the Japanese survivors of the
